A.—The combination of exteriors | 
and interiots. For example in a pic 
ture showing the business section of} 
a town, the bank hotel, and shops | 
were so erected that when the ex 
terior scenes were ‘shot’ the com 
pany could move into the buildings 
and photograph the interior scenes 
This makes the continuity better 
and saves money (in transportation 
and lighting. It gives the director 
much more latitude in filming his 
story than when a company ts trans- 
ported to a location and then brought 
back to the studio for interior work.
